PROKOOSHKIN's 
address is shown as k38A Haicht Street„ San Francisco. His next of kin was

that PROKOOSHKIN sailed as a waiter, bartender and assistant storekeeper, and 
that his date of naturalization was January 25, 19U3- 
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San Francisco T-2, of known reliability, advised on June 22, 

1951 that NICHOLI PROKOOSHKIN is also known a s, NICK..PARISH . T-2 advised 
that PROKOOSHKIN is presently employed as a wine"s'tewarcT'aboard the SS LURLINE, 
a Matson Line vessel, sailing out of San Francisco. T-2 advised that PROKOOSHKIN. 
has been sailing for 16 years and has sailed most frequently in the position of 
bartender. T-2 stated that PROKOOSHKIN recently brought his parents, Mr, and 

, from Shanghai, China, via the Philippine Islands, stating 
nghai during the Japanese occupation. T-2 stated that the 
Japanese were "rough" on his parents because PROKOOSHKIN was in the U. S, The 
same source stated that Kir, and Mrs,’ POLOVNEFF were in the Philippine Islands 
under the International Refugee Organization for several years prior to their 
arrival in the United States. 

T-2 stated that PROKOOSHKIN is the owner of a two-flat building 
at [|.55~I|.57 - 22nd Avenue, San Francisco, and also owns a cabin on the Russian 
River, a summer resort about 50 miles north of San Francisco, T-2 advised that 
PROKOOSHKIN was in the U. S« Army for eight months during World War II, but was 
released to enter the Merchant Marine, T-2 stated that PROKOOSHKIN encountered 
difficulty in bringing his parents to the U« S. because he claimed someone had 
written a lebter making false statements about him. 

Records of Immigration and Naturalization Service, 630 Sansome 
Street, San Francisco, reflect that ALEXANDER K. POLOVNEFF, age 5k > and EFII-ILA 
E. POLOVNEFF, age 67 , arrived in .the U. S, at'San Francisco on May 26, 1951* 

They departed from Manila, Philippine Islands, on May 6, 1951, 'and their nation¬ 
ality was listed as stateless.

. Articles appearing in the Russkaya Zhizn (Russian Life) newspaper 
reflect that during 19U9 BORIS PAVLOVICH KARTYNCSW, owner of the City-Wide Real 
Estate Office, 31 I 4 .O Geary Blvd,, San Francisco, was defeated as a candidate ' 
for the office of San Francisco City Supervisor in the election of November 8, 
19149. The same source showed that MARTYNOW was formerly an officer in the 
Tsarist Army in Russia and is active in the San Francisco Russian Center, 

San Francisco T-3, of known reliability, advised on July 17, 

1951 that Russkaya Zhizn (Russian Life) is a Russian language newspaper published 
at 2 I 4.58 Sutter Street, San Francisco. T-3 stated that this paper is free from 
Soviet influence, to the best of his knowledge, and is anti-Communist in its 
editorial policy. T-3 added that $1% of the stock of this paper is owned by 
the Russian Center.

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T-3 advised on July 17, 1951 that the Russian Center is an 
organization of non-Communist Russian-Americans having a clubhouse at 2k$0 
Sutter Street, San Francisco. T-3 stated that the activities of the Russian 
Center are of a social, cultural and charitable nature and it is believed 
by him to be free from Soviet influence. 

San Francisco T-U, of known reliability, advised that to his 
knowledge PROKOOSHKIN made no contacts of a suspicious nature during the 
period from June 20, 1951 to July 20, 1951* 

On December 21, 19lii|, San Francisco T-5, of unknown reliability, 
advised that one NICKOLAI J. PROKUSHKIN, then residing at Apt. #U, 726 
Washington Street, San Francisco, made the following statements "The dirty, 

filthy United States. I hate it. See what the Germans are doing ..wait 

until the Japs also get going." According to T-5, these statements were made 
during a telephone conversation between the subject and some unknown individual, 
while the subject was intoxicated. T-5 stated that the subject's father had 
been a general in the Russian Army and that PROKUSHKIN was also trained in the 
Russian Army., I ..3 stated PROKUSHKIN lived in Japan for several years, where 
he liked che living conditions. T-5 stated that NICKOLAI J. PROKUSHKIN furnished 
a forwarding address on March 2i|, 1955 as c/o SS CAPE MEARES, Matson Navigation 
Company, San Francisco, California. 

It is noted that the records of the U. S. Merchant Marine, 
Washington, D. C., reflect that NICKOLI PROKUSHKIN was sailirg aboard the 
SS CAPE MEARES from February 1, ±9kS to May 13, 1915. 

San Francisco T-6, of known reliability, who is also in contact 
with merchant seamen of Communist sympathies sailing from the Port of San 
Francisco, advised he has had no contact with PROKUSHKIN. 

The San Francisco Retail Credit Association and the San Francisco 
Police Department contained no record of PROKUSHKIN under his various names.

T-l, of known reliability, advised on August 28 , 1951, that he is 
. well acquainted vmth-4g LARLQ CT il^S < &IQa^-j pAD0., a,nd that he considers him to be 
a racketeer who is not interested*”in ~politics unless he can make financial 
gain as a result thereof. Informant considers MONCADO to be clever, but 
unscrupulous. Informant advised that all during his acquaintanceship with 
MONCADO the latter has bitterly fought Communism and is against the 
Hukbalahap movement in the Philippine Islands. Further, according to in¬ 
formant, MONCADO has professed strong Filipino nationalistic tendencies, 
but obviously prefers life in the United States. T-l-stated that MONCADO 
has never denied that he "weeds" Filipinos out of money. 

Informant advised that on a recent occasion he learned that MONCADO 
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was facing deportation proceedings-by the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service and that he expects to go to Canada or Mexico and possibly re¬ 
turn to the United States legally following his stay at either of the above 
two places. T-l stated that in view of the deportation proceedings M0NCAD0 
may be somewhat bitter against the United States and possibly vindicative, 
but that he probably would not take any personal action. 


A review of Immigration and Naturalization Service file A-7513915 
entitled HILARIO CAMINO MONCADO on July 11, 1951, reflected that MONCADO 
and his wife^ PJANA TOY MONCA DO, were subjects in deportation proceedings; 
and on April 2'd7 5 ^^7^T^ ! !^^Feen ordered that they be required to de¬ 
part the United States without expense to the Government. A notice of 
appeal was filed on MONCADO's behalf within the time prescribed by reg¬ 
ulation, and to that date no further action had been taken. Hearing 
records, exhibits, and related material in the deportation proceedings 
had been forwarded to the Central Office of Immigration and Naturalization 
Service on February 26 , 1951.

Naturalization Service, Los Angeles, advised that MONCADO's appeal had 
been denied and that MONCADO and his wife, DIANA TOY MONCADO, had been 
ordered to depart from the United States at their own expense not later 
than thirty days from September 3, 1951.

Informant stated that the organization al¬ 
ways transacts all of its business behind closed doors, indicating that 
the organization, as well as other Filipino secret organizations, were or¬ 
ganized for purely selfish reasons and that each of the secret federa¬ 
tions is jealous of the other and is devoted to the exploiting of 
Filipino workers.

that this organization was founded in 1925 by HILARIO CAMINO MONCADO at 
Los Angeles and that the objectives of the Federation were as follows: 


(1) To promote friendly relations between Filipinos and 
Americans; 

(2) To develop true Christian fellowship; 

(3) To show the real humanitarian spirit by offering their 
moral, spiritual, and material aid and protection to 
their fellow beings; most especially to the fellow members 
of the Federation; 

(4) To advance the moral and social conduct of each member; 

(5) To foster the educational advancement of each member; 

(6) To respect the superiors and office-holders of the Fed¬ 
eration; 

(7) To serve in any capacity for the further advancement 
of the Filipino Federation of America; 

(8) To by loyal to the Constitution of the Federation; 

(9) To peacefully obtain the immediate and complete inde¬ 
pence of the Philippine Islands; 

(10) To work for a fair and truthful understanding of the 
relations between the United States and the Philippines-; 

(11) To be an active agency of the solution of the Philippine 
problems; 

(12) To uphold the Constitution of the United States. 


On May 19, 1950, while on an interview with MONCADO on another 
matter, SA VERM F. LOETTERLE was presented with a pamphlet by MONCADO. 
This pamphlet entitled "Report to the Committee on Un-Filipino Activities 
(CUFA) Congress of the Philippines, by the Filipino Crusaders World Army" 
and dated November 1, 1948, contains at the bottom of the cover page the 
following: "Five-Star General MONCADO, Supreme Commander-in-Chief, Fili¬ 
pino Crusaders World Army." Contents of the book reflect that MONCADO is 
anti-Communist and anti-Soviet. For example he states, "Communism des¬ 
troys human freedom. Men and women dare not speak or even think freely;" 
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and "Soviet Russia is the new rapacious monster of the world—more dangerous 
and ■ vicious than defeated Italy, Germany, and Japan." 


T-3, of known reliability, advised on August 25, 1951, that

employed by that cafe since 1937. Personnel records at the above res¬ 
taurant reflected that PORTILLA resided at 4116 Melrose Avenue, Los Angeles; 
that his Social Security Number was 569-12-8961; that he was born in 
Manila, Philippine Islands, March 13, 1907; and had been residing in the 
United States for seventeen years. Records further reflected that he had 
a brother, one J „NIC. K J .M.,_P,O RyiLLA. residing at 1070 Ilex Avenue, Pacoima, 
California. 


T-3 advised that PORTILLA earned approximately $150 per week as a 
head waiter and had additional income by selling mint to the Hollywood 
Beachcomber Cafe, as well as to the Beachcomber Cafe in Chicago, Illinois, 
T-3 'guessed that the additional income was between $150 and $200 a 
month. 


T-4, of known reliability, advised that PORTILLA had made statements 
to the effect that he considered the Filipino Federation of America, headed 
by M0NCAD0, to be an organization based on religious beliefs and that it 
was in no way connected with the Hukbalahaps. According to this infor- 
- mant, PORTILLA had expressed the opinion that this organization was pri¬ 
marily engaged in obtaining funds for M0NCAD0 himself and that secondarily 

it aided Filipinos in the United States. He said that he was not nowand 
never had been a member of this Federation. 

Regarding the Hukbalahap movement in California, PORTILLA expressed 
the opinion that this movement is very weak and that if any Huks exist 
they would be among the Filipino laborers in the Imperial Valley, the 
San Joaquin Valley, and in and around Salinas, California. 

PORTILLA told T-4 that he himself was very happy with his life in 
the United States and that he certainly could not agree with any of the Huk 
or Communist ideologies. 


District Court Naturalization records, Los Angeles, reflected a 
petition for naturalization No. 132991 to have been filed by LAUR0 MOJICA 
PORTILLA on October 20, 1947. This petition reflected that PORTILLA resided 
at 4116 Melrose Avenue. Los Angeles. His occupation was head waiter and 
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"cion rurther reflected that PORTILLA entered the United States at San 
Francisco on September 5, 1924, on the President TAFT. Alien registration 
number for PORTILLA was shown as 213012A. On April 23 - 1948, petition 
was granted, and Certificate of Citizenship was*issued"to PORTILLA, 

No. 6739727. His first name was changed from LAURO to LARRY.

of this club, and that since these men had Communist reputations, 
this organization never grew to an appreciable extent having gone 
out of existence at Chicago during the early 1940’s. 

The House Committee on Un-American Activities reported on April

An examination of the files of the U. S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service at Seattle, Washington, reveals that on August 
31, 1949 GRIS MANSALVAS was served with a warrant of arrest, which 
warrant'Ts^t^^f^t^from evidence it appears MANSALVAS entered this 
country at San Francisco during 1927 and has been found in violation 
of the Immigration laws and is subject to deportation pursuant to the 
following provisions of law and for the following reasons, to wit: 

"The act of October 16, 1918 as amended in that he was 
after entry a member of the following class, set forth in Section 1 
of said act . . an alien who was a member of an organization, as¬ 
sociation, society or group that advises, advocates or teaches the 
overthrow by force or violence of the Government of the United States, 
and the act of October 16, 1918, a^ amended, in that he was after 
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entry a member of the following class, set forth in Section 1 of said 
act; an alien who is a member of an organization, association, society 
or group that writes, circulate, distributes, prints, publishes or 
displays any written or printed matter advising, advocating or teaching 
the overthrow by force or violence of the Government of the United 
States." 


Similar charges were filed against ERNESTO ARCEBAL MANGAOANG, 
who was served with a warrant of arrest on June 28, 1949, and a similar 
charge was filed against GEORGE DUMLAO, otherwise known as JORGE 
MENDOZA DUMLAO, who was served with a warrant of arrest on November 1, 
1949 and ordered deported on January 16, 1951. 

The files of the U. S. Immigration Service reveal ; that 
CRISMNSM^was born at San Miguel, Pangasian, Philippine Islands, 
on™June “217 1909, he being the son of MAT and MARGARET DE LARNO 
MaNSALVAS, both natives of the Philippine Islands. His alien registra¬ 
tion number is given as 5414399, and his Social Security Number is set 
forth as 573-10-3815. It appears that MANSALVAS attended for a brief 
period Southwestern University> California Christian College and 
Los Angeles City College, Los Angeles, California. 

MANSALVAS entered the United States through the port of 
Victoria, B. C., on July 10, 1907, aboard the SS Bnpress of Russia. 

The records failed to reveal at what port or place of entry MANSALVAS 
came into the United States. He arrived in the United States under 
the name of CRISPUL0 MENSALVAG. 

The files of the U. S. Immigration and Naturalization Service 
revealed that _ERNESTCLA RCEBAL.MN(^,0AN fij OT .^3-SQ’gtej§'wn as ^ERj^STO^ARGEBAL 
MANAOANG. and as ESNEST0"MANAN0UNG7~was born in the Philippihe""islands 
"■Sff^e^raary 22, the son of SANTIAGO and JUNA 

MANGAOANG, both natives of the Philippine Islands. He attended high 
school at LaUnion, Philippine Islands, and from 1930 to 1934 he attended 
the Northwest School of Commerce at Portland, Oregon. He entered the 
United States Army on October 16, 1942, and was discharged therefrom 
because of being overage on March 20, 1943. On July 18, 1934, 

MANGAOANG was arrested by the Sheriff's Office at Portland, Oregon, 
charged with syndicalism. 

MANGAOANG's alien registration number is 3195603. His Social 
Security Number is 544-03-2960, and his FBI number is 3187836. 

The files of the U. S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service reveal that J0I ^E.,. 3p!I\D,QZAgDHMMQ,Barrived at Vancouver, B. C., 
on April 5, 1926, The records~are silent as to the port of entry into 
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the United States. He was born at Sta Maria Illocos Sur, Philippine 
Islands, April 23, 1904. DUMLAO resides at 219 Northwest 3rd Avenue, 
Portland, Oregon. 

CRIS MANSALVAS and ERNESTO MANGAOANG, from information 
furnished by T-l, T-2 and T-3, of known reliability, have been active 
in the Communist Party in Seattle, Washington, for a great many years. 
T-2 advises that at the present time MANSALVAS and MANGAOANG continue 
their activity in the Northwest Committee for the Protection of the 
Foreign Born, which is the Seattle Branch of the American Committee for 
the Protection of the Foreign Born, which is on the Attorney General* s 
list of subversive organizations. 

T-3 has advised that MANSALVAS and MANGAOANG, from April 1938 
through 1946 and perhaps later have been active in the Cannery Branch 
of the Communist Party, which branch is made up of the Filipino members 
of what is now known as Local 7-C, International Longshoremen and 
Warehousemen* s Union. Local 7-C, ILWU, is the successor organization 
to the United Agricultural, Cannery and. Packing House Workers of 
America, CIO, which is now defunct. 

The case against MANSALVAS and MANGAOANG, as well as against 
DUMLAO, is based upon their Communist Party activities in the Cannery 
Workers Branch thereof. 


MANSALVAS up until the early part of 1951 was president of 
Local 7-C, ILWU. The position of president has been discontinued 
and all business of the said local is now conducted by the business 
agent thereof in the person of ERNESTO MANGAOANG,

T-7, of known reliability, advised that he was a former 
member of the Cannery Brancji of the Communist Party] that he is 
acquainted with MANSaLVAS, MANGAOANG and DUMLAO$ that he has no in¬ 
formation indicating that any of the three persons just mentioned are 
now or have in the past been identified in any activity in the way of 
helping the Huk movement, in the Philippine Islands. He stated that 
if MANGAOANG# MANSALVAS or DUMLAO had been active around Seattle, 
Washington, in any work in aid of the Huk movement in the Philippine 
Islands he would have heard about such activity, 

T-7 stated that the Philippino community in Seattle, Wash¬ 
ington, is divided and because of such division everything that goes 
on in the community is known to both of the Filipino sections. For 
a number of years this witness states he has openly fought the Communist 
Party and Communist Party activity upon the part of Filipinos in Seattle, 
Washington. 


T-7 is most certain that if MANGAOANG, DUMLAO or MANSALVAS 
were doing anything to aid or assist the Huk movement in the Philippine 
Islands he would know about it. It might be stated here that this 
witness because of his dislike for MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS and DUMLAO 
would make any information he possessed concerning them available. 
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T-3 was interviewed, and he advised that for a number of 
years he has been active in the Filipino Cannery Workers Union; that 
ho is well acquainted with MANGACANG, MAN3ALV.AG and DUMLAO; that 
MANSALVAS, MANGAOANG and DUMLAO are Communists; that they always 
followed the Communist Party line in their union activity; that he 
has no use for MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS or DUMLAO: that he has never heard 
it said that either of the three just mentioned are now or have been 
engaged in any activity in furtherance of the Huk movement in the 
Philippine Islands; that if the three just mentioned were active 
in behalf of the Buks in this country he would know about it; that 
the only thing that he knows is that recently MANGAOANG published an 
article in the "People’s World" in support of the Huk movement; that 
he does not know the date of the particular issue of the "People’s 
World" in which this article appeared;and that he is certain that 
there is no organized activity in the Filipino community in behalf 
of the Huk movement in Seattle, Washington, 


T-8, of known reliability, was interviewed, and he stated 
that he is well acquainted with MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS and DUMLAO; that 
they were officers of the United Agricultural, Cannery and Packing 
House Workers of America, CIO, which is now defunct; that the three 
just mentioned always followed the Communist Party line in their 
union activity; that the three Filipinos just mentioned are enemies 
of his in that they continually fought him while he was an officer 
fighting the Communist element in the United Agricultural, Cannery 
and Packing House Workers of America; that no information has come to 
his attention indicating that MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS and DUMLAO have 
in the past or are at present engaged in any activity in support of 
the Huk movement in the Philippine Islands, This informant advises 
that he is certain that if there was any organized effort in the 
Filipino community in Seattle, Washington, in support of the Huk 
movement he would be aware of such activity. 


T-9, of known reliability, was interviewed, and he ^dvised 
that he is well acquainted with MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS and DUMLAO; 
that he was acquainted with them when he and they were members of'the 
United Agricultural, Cannery and Packing House Workers of America, 

CIO, now defunct; that MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS and DUMLAO in their union 
activity always followed the Communist Party line; that MANGAOANG, 
MaNSALVAS and DUMLAO always opposed him in the said union; that he 
does not care for MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS or DUMLAO, and they do not care 
for him; that he has not heard it said nor does he know that DUMLAO, 
MANSALVAS or MANGAOANG are engaging in any activities in support of 
the Huk movement in the Philipping islands. This informant states 
that if there was any organized movement among the Filipinos in Seattle, 
Washington, in support of the Huk movement in the Philipping Islands 
he would be aware of such activity. 
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T—10, of known reliability, was interviewed, and he stated 
that he was a former member of the Cannery Branch of the Communist 
Party* that, ha was acquainted with MANS ALYAS, MA.NGAOANG and D T JML A .0 
while a member of this branch of the Communist Party; that DUMLAO, 
MANSALVAS and MANGAOANG were members of the Cannery Branch of the 
Communist Party; that he was closely associated with the three 
Filipinos just mentioned in the United Agricultural, Cannery and 
Packing House Workers of America, CIO, now defunct; that they 
continually followed the Communist Party line in their union activity; 
that the referred to three Filipinos do not like him and he does 'not 
like them; that he has received no information indicating that 
MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS or DUMLAO have in the past or are at present 
engaged in any activity in support of the Huk movement in the Philippine 
Islands, nor has any information come to his attention indicating that 
there is any activity among the'Filipinos in Seattle in support of the 
Huk movement, 


T-ll, of known reliability, was interviewed and he stated 
that he was acquainted with MANGAOANG, MANSALVAS and DUMLAO while they 
were officers and active in the United Agricultural, Cannery and 
Packing House Workers of America, CIO, now defunct; that they followed 
the Communist Party line in their union activity; that he is not a 
friend of any of them; that he has never heard it said that any of 
them are now or have in the past been active in support of the Huk 
movement in the Philippine Islands. This informant relates that if 
there was any activity in behalf of the Huks in Seattle, Washington, 
he would be'aware of such activity. 


All of the above sources of information were interrogated 
as to anv kno wledge upon their part of any activity by KENNETH and 


Jin support of the Huk movement, and these informants have 


no information relative thereto.
